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Is Your Child 
Lagging At 
School?

Y this tlme you may have re- 
ceived the first officini re- 
port of your child's progress at 
school. It may have on it somo 
symbols indicating roughly how 
your child has been doing ip 
ench of his school subjects. Or 
there may be somo short state- 
ments Indicating in what sub- 
ject or subjects, or in what 
direction in betmviour or cltizen- 
ship he needa to Improve. 

If there are figures or lettera 
which you interpret to mean 
that your child is excelling at 
book Icarning you feel good and 
probably brag about this report 
among your friends. If these 
symbols on the report card In- 
dicate to you that he ts lagging 
in his lessons you probably say 
nothing about it to your friends 
but show the child your strong 
disapproval and = comman him 
to have a better report next 
time. Perhaps the father repeats 
Hke exhortation Inter. And if 
there are more than one child 
and one of them has a good re- 
port you will be tempted to en- 
gage in crucl comparisons In the 
presence of the lagging child. 


Feel Sclf-Rightcous 

Such procedure may muako 
you parents feel self-rightcous 
ond Important and help you get 
some anger off your chests, But 
what effect will it have on tho 
lagging child? Will it cause him 
to sludy harder from now on? 
It rarely will. More often it will 
so discourage him that he will 
not have the heart to strive, He 
may suppose, indecd, that he 
never can do better at books and 
that he bas a terrible time ahead 
for the rest of this school year. 

What, then, should you do? 
Try to find out from his teacher 
or teachers what his specific 
learning troub)cs are and how 
you can help him Improve 
where he has lagged. Expect 
the teacher to tell:you more 
than that he Js “lazy” and 
doesn’t work hard enough. Such 
an answer Js useless and silly. 

If he is too far up in the 
grades or high school for you to 
be able to help him with his 
lessons at home, you might 
observe his homes study habits 
and how regularly he goes at 
his homework. In some instances 
you might consider it wise to re- 
quire him to be home on nights 
beforo school and go at his 
lessons at a regular time and 
plaos sulted for study, You 
might also consider finding, with 
the help of the school, a teacher 
to guide him as he studies, for 
several évenings a week, 


Lags in Reading 

If you try to help your child 
at home. with his lessons the 
most important thing for you to 
do-is-to~-get-your-own: ermott 
under complete control so you 
never raise your voice or even 
feel stirrings in your insides. 
‘The moment you find yoursclf.a 
bit vexed you should walk 
away as unfit to be in the child’s

German prince and princess of 
{the famlly of Hesse, have falled 
In an attempt to prevent the 
return to Germany of their 
family’s $1,000,000 Crown jewtts 
stolen from Hesse Castle in 
1945 and recovered In the United 
Staten 

Prince Wolfgang and Princess 
Margarethe asked the Unitod 
States District Court to order 
tho jewels to be handed over 
to thetr lawyer to be sold in 
America. They said that the 
Jewels might be lost If returned 
to the “chaos now existing In 
Germany.” 

The judge dismissed the 
sult. He ruled thot since a 
state of war still existed be- 
tween the United States and 
Germany, oll German nationals 
were encmy aliens and os such 
could not file any action in 
United States courts. 

The jewels are’ now being 
held in tho U.S. Treasury 
vault until the Government 
@ccides what should be done 
with them.—Reute.
